$36,000 figure had been the one 
proposed to the Faculty Senate, 
and that Senate members had 
been toid “that a possible source 
of funding was the Student 
Senate.” He had evidently not 
learned of changes in the size or 
source of funds since the 
November 22 meeting. 

Aron said he had given that 
information to Snyder. 

Snyder apologized for 
carelessly reporting an incorrect 
# sum, but insisted that he had 
checked the source of funding 
with 
staff by telephone. 

He recalled asking a member of 
the staff for the source of the 
funds. After she consulted with 
David Shell, she replied that the 
Student Senate was paying for 
the program. 

Shell has further denied making 
any statement that mandatory

Senate Chair Writes 


Editor, Hornet 

I'd like to comment on several 

aspects of your article on the 

faculty evaluation currently 
being conducted. In addition to 
having the &ccompaning 

Photograph printed in reverse, 
the article contains several 
factual errors. First, the Student 
Senate is not funding the project 
“to the tune of $36,000.”’ That 
figure was the estimated cost for 
full funding of the project over a 
two year period. At present, the 
project is operating on far less 
than full funding - $35,920 less - 
depending largely for its success 
on the intensive voluntary 
efforts of David Shell, Chris 
Robertson, and other student, 
faculty, administration, and staff 
members of a sub-committee of 
the Student Advising 
Committee. The project has 
received no money from the 
Student Senate. Second, 
contrary to the inaccurate quote 
attributed to David Shell, no 
plans exist for a mandatory 
evaluation; in my estimation, the 
Faculty Senate would not 
approve any provision for 
mandatory evaluation. 

1 must also take issue with the 
comments attributed to 
Professor Harry Aron. If indeed 
he said what he is quoted as 
saying, he has displayed a degree 
of intellectual arrogance which I 


find surprising. Professor Aron 
argued against the evaluation 
proposal during the Senate 
debate. Despite his eloquent and 
extensive presentation, the 
Senate passed the measure »y a 
vote of 25-12. Professor Aron 
clearly expressed his 
philosophical disagreement with 
the proposal. He argued from a 
respectable academic tradition, 
but he failed to convince his 
Senate colleagues that students 
are utterly incapable of assessing 
the quality of teaching Now he 
asserts that those who disagreed 
with him are simply stupid. We 
may be misguided, we may be 
wrong, we may lack Professor 

Aron’s brilliance. However, I’m 
not convinced that we are stupid 
in finding value in the 
considered judgment of the 
people we teach. In my own 
experience, faculty evaluations 
conducted within the History 
Department have been highly 
enlightening and extremely 
valuable. 

Professor Aron is also quoted 
as saying that other programs, 
such as the child care center, 
student loans and EOP are more 
deserving of funding than 
faculty evaluation program. This 
is an interesting debating device. 
Certainly Professor Aron is 
correct if he is saying that these

Dr. Sime carned a PhD from 
Harvard University in 1964 and 
has been teaching continuously 
since receiving her degree. She 
has published in_ scientific 
journals and is in the process of 
writing a textbook for lower 
division chemistry courses. She 
also participated in a US. 
government-sponsored program 
in science education in India 
Her teaching assignment at 
CSUS includes undergraduate 
courses as well as a graduate 
course in X-ray Crystallography. 
More importantly, (for women, 


that is) she is teaching Women in 
Science, a course which has no 
counterpart in the nation. She is 
obviously qualified and no one 
seems to argue that fact 


The crux of the controversy 
seems to be whether there is a 
need for a permanent full-time 
instructor in the area of Phsycial 
Chemistry. According to Dr. 
Sime, the department 
determined that it needed an 
additional instructor in i970 
and then reversed itself when the 
Physical Chemistry section of 
the department formally 
recommended that she be hired 
for the spring 1973 semester. In 
addition, the Chemistry 
Department deliberateiy 
maintains one-third of its faculty 
positions in part-time 
appointments (the highest ratio 
of any department) in order to 
avoid having to hire full-time 
instructors under Affirmative 
Action principles. She points to 
crowded classrooms and the lack 
of evening classes as proof that 
additonal instructors are needed

Dr. Hurley's position is that 
while there was a need in 1970 
for a general Chemistry teacher

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Scientists call Rancho Seco 


to operate 


Dear Sir 


We are responding to your request for technical information 
concerning Rancho-Seco Nuclear Power Station Unit 1. The 
nuclear reactor in the Rancho Seco Nuclear Power Station was 
manufactured by Babcock & Wilcox (B&W) and is of a design 
with which we have become familiar in the AEC hearings on 
emergency core cooling systems (ECCS) that have been taking 
place in Bethesda this year 

To answer your request for information concerning 
Rancho-Seco, we have taken the opportunity to review the Final 
Safety Analysis Report (FSAR) for that plant and, in particular, 
the sections dealing with the safety injection systems (ECCS) 

We have also attempted to find a discussion of reactor vessel 
failure in the FSAR, but apparently it is not included. The 
subjects that should be discussed here include the missile 
generation that would result from a reactor pressure vessel! failure, 
and the containment floodability. We suggest that you ask the 
Applicant (Sacramento Municipal Utility) for what, if any 
analysis he has done on the question of reactor pressure vessel 
failure and what, if any, safeguards he has provided to handle 
such an occurence. Under the AEC’s Memorandum and Order in 
the Matter of Consolidated Edison Company of New York 
(Indian Point No. 2), Docket No. 50-247, dated 26 October 
1972, consideration of reactor pressure vessel failure and the 
necessity for safeguards to protect the public in such an event can 
be a legitimate part of a licensing hearing. During the discovery 
stage of the hearing, you have an opportunity to demand that 
both the Atomic Energy Commission and the Applicant and the 
nuclear steam system suoplier (B&W) produce all documents in 
their possession dealing with the question of reactor pressure 
vessel failure. We encourage you to do so. 

The frailities in Babcock & Wilcox ECCs were discussed at great 
length in the hearing together with problems associated with the 
products of the other pressurized water reactor manufacturers 
There is no significant difference in the design of B&W ECCS and 
those of other pressurized water reactor manufacturers, except 
for one aspect of the design of B&W plants that makes them 
somewhat more susceptible to ECCS failures. This feature of 
B&W plants relates to the direct injection of emergency cooling 
water into the reactor vesse downcomer. Should the emergency 
cooling line penetrating the vessel rupture between the check 
valve and the vessel, a loss-of-coolant accident would result in 
which the emergency cooling water tank connected to the 
ruptured line would not be able to provide coolant. Analyses have 
been performed to determine the consequences of a break in this 
emergency cooling line that indicate that clad melting would 
ensue. It would thus be our expectation that the emergency 
cooling systems at Rancho-Seco would not meet the AEC’s 
present criteria for acceptable emergency core cooling systems 

The fact that Rancho-Seco may not meet the AEC’s Interim 
Criteria is stated here without any intent to acknowledge the 
validity of those Criteria as the basis for determining ECCS 
adequacy. The AEC’s present Criteria have been substantially 
discredited, inasmuch as AEC experts have expressed substantial 
doubt about the technical support for those Criteria. As you 
know, the determination of ECCS effectiveness is based on the 
predictions of mathematical models programmed on computers. 
The head of the AEC branch that supervised the reports by 
reactor manufacturers on their evaluation modeis has declared 
such models, expecially those of B&W, as being crude and 
immature analysis tools (testimony of Dr. Morris Rosen at ECCS 
Rulemaking Hearing). In an internal memorandum dated the 
same time as the promulgation of the AEC’s ECCS design criteria 
(June 1971), Dr. Rosen wrote: 

““...the consumate message in the accumulated code outputs is 
that the system performance cannot be defined with sufficient 
assurance to provide a clear basis for licensing.” 

The AEC Regulatory Staff claimed in its direct testimony at the 
ECCS hearing (dated December 28, 1971) that it had been able to 
cover up the uncertainties in the predictions of what would 
happen in an accident by making “conservative’’ assumptions part 
of the mathematical predictions, i.e., assumptions would predict 
more overheating of the core than would actually taken place 
during an accident. However, as a result of the hearing, the AEC 
Regulatory Staff has determined that the hearing has “‘in several 
cases suggested the need for additional conservatism” (AEC 
Supplemental Testimony, October 26, 1972; emphasis added). 
During cross-examination in November of 1972, the Regulatory 
Staff testified that it simply did not know whether the accidents 
in which the core temperature was predicted to be controllable 
would in fact be controllable 

Thus it is apparent, based on the testimony of AEC expert 
witnesses, on AEC internal memoranda, and on the AEC’s own

This past November, a 
representative from Sacramento 
Municipal Utility District stated 
in a television interview that the 
emergency cooling system at 
Rancho Seco was different from 
the ones at the other major 
nuclear plants being built in this 
country, and that the one at 
Rancho Seco was safer.

Two nationally prominent 
scientists, Henry W. Kendall and 
Daniel F. Ford, have now 
disputed this claim. {n a letter 
they said that yes, Rancho Seco 
is slightly different from other 
plants, but that these differences 
do not make Rancho Seco safer, 
but rather more dangerous! (See 
letter on this page.) They 
concluded that, reasonable 
assurance of emergency cooling 
system effectiveness simply does 
not exist for the Rancho Seco 
Nuclear Power Station.” 

In an earlier phone 
conversation, Dr. Kendall stated 
that should the emergency 
cooling system be needed and 
fail, “*...it is almost certain thata as 
catastrophic radiation release 
would result.” In an_ earlier

admissions concerning the uncertainty in the mathematical 
predictions, that reasonable assurance of emergency cooling 
system effectiveness simply does not exist for the Rancho-Seco 
Nuclear Power Station. 

We believe that the large number of unresolved reactor safety 
questions makes the present operation of large commercial 
nuclear power stations an unacceptable hazard to the public 
Recognition of this fact is spreading as the necessary data 
concerning safety problems is forced out of the AEC by groups of 
concerned citizens and scientists. The RAND Corporation of 
Santa Monica, California has recently recommended a “go-slow”’ 
policy on nuclear power until the safety and waste disposal 
problems are resolved. We believe this recommendation is the 
only reasonable position that can be taken in light of the 
appreciable dangers of a major nuclear reactoi accident

Alternatives to 


Nuclear Power 


by BRUCE McNITT 
Although the subject 
alternatives to nuclear power is 
2xtensive, and must be covered 
n greater detail than can be 
done in this issue of the Hornet 
we are listing a few items of 
importance. Many alternatives 
Briefly, they 
classified into 
categories: those relating to a 
reduction in consumption of 
electricity, and those regarding 
ways to provide alternate 
sources of electricity,

A few of the many ways to 
reduce consumption include the 
following items. Proper 
construction of homes would 
greatly reduce the need for air 
conditioning in the summer peak 
demand time. For example, I 
live in an old house that has 
shade trees and good insulation 
Every room in the house has a 
door or window on the south, 
and one on the north. When the 
evening breeze comes up in the 
summertime, | simply open all 
the windows, and what heat has 
accumulated leaves quickly. It is 
cooler in that house, without air 
conditioning, than it was in the 
apartment I lived in two years 
ago with air conditioning 


As another example, SSU 
Physics professor Homer Ibser 
lives in an adobe house, which 
stays cool naturally. He reports 
that the temperature has been as 
much as 26 degrees cooler inside 
his house on hot summer days 
than outside. Unfortunately, 
most houses and apartments that 
are built today are not designed 
so as to be ecologically sound, 
but are planned make 
maximum profit margins for the 
developers

This is only one of many, many 
examples of ways in which 
Proper planning can prevent us 


trom facing disaster from 


nuclear power plants, or from an 
energy crisis largely promoted 
by the utilities.

The AEC (Atomic Energy 
Commission) licensed the 
construction of the Enrico 
Fermi Plant in Monroe, 
Michigan, over the objections of 
its Own advisory commission on 
reactor safeguards. The 
construction of this plant was 
strenuously Opposed by people 
in Michigan. Their opposition 
failed and the plant was built. 

in 1966 an accidental partial 
meltdown of the reactor core 
nearly blew the plant up. A 
University of Michigan study 
later calculated that the 
radiation released by such an 
explosion could have killed as 


many as 133,000 people. The 
partial meltdown happened 
because someone attached a

The letter from Daniel F. Ford 
and Henry W. Kendall, which

On November 4, 1971 arson 
caused 10 million dollars worth 
of damage to the Indian Point 2 
nuclear power plant, near New 
York. The fire occurred only 4 
days before the plant was 
scheduled to have nuclear fuel 
installed. That one was due to 
sabotage. 

The San Onofre Plant is only 4 
miles below San Clemente. It has 
experienced 3 “incidents”. The 
first was in !968, when 
overloaded power cables caught 
fire. The fire was extinquished 
but it took 12 days to repair the 
damage. When the plant resumed 
operation the 45 control rods 
were pulled out of the reactor. 
Unfortunately one of the rods 
malfunctioned and did not rise. 
The malfunction showed up on 
the panel but was 
ignored because the control

Before Rancho Seco is licensed, 
SMUD’s application must be 
reviewed by the AEC’s Advisory 
Committee on Reactor 
Safeguards, a 15-member board 
of experts, each appointed for a 
term of four years. SMUD will 
be required to satisfy that 
committee that Rancho Seco’s 
emergency core coolipg system, 
as well as all of its other safety 
related systems, meet all criteria 
and other requirements 
established by the AEC.

When that problem was fixed 
an electrical cable failure started 
a fire in the switch gear room 
The plant was shut down for the 
third time. But a problem 
occurred while shutting it 
down-—the automatic boron 
injection system completely 
failed! The boron had to be 
injected manually. It should be 
noted that these mechanical 
failures occurred in a plant that 
boasted about how much care 
had been put into its safety 
features. 


The owners of San Onofre had 
advertised that the plant could 


withstand the most severe 
earthquake ever known in 
Southern California. That 


sounded fine until February 9, 
1971 when a previously inactive 


fault north of Los Angeles 
erupted. This quake reveled 
ground accelerations reaching 


nearly the force of gravity. This 
was double the .5G, earth quake 
resistance factor the San Onofre 
plant was designed to withstand. 
Perhaps the dirtiest power 
plant is owned by PG&E. It’s the 
Humboldt Bay plant near 
Eureka, California. This plant 
continually has released 
radiation far above the AEC’s 
criteria. One reason for the 
radiation releases was economic. 
PG&E was so anxious to make

they used stainless steel rods (to 
hold the uranium pellets) rather 
than

rods made form zircaloy, 


When the stainless steel 
cracked, the plant was releasing 
$5,000 microcures of radiation 
per minute. The AEC only 
allows 50,000 microcures to be 
released. This condition was 
allowed to continue for 3 
months, before the plant shut 
down. Replacing the rods did 
not solve the problem. The plant 
was still releasing too much 
radiation. So with all the 
audacity that big business is 
prone to have PG&E simply 
asked the AEC to raise their 
dosage allowances! 


Fortunately the AEC denied 
their request, but at the same 
time granted PG&E the license 
to build two more plants. 
Although SMUD hopefully will 
not show such irresponsibility, 
the event is another example of 
what can easily happen. Other 
tragic accidents have occurred in 
the short life of the nuclear 
power plants. Three technicians 
were killed while working on the 
SL Reactor at Idaho Falls, 
Idaho. One victim died when a 
control rod shot out of the 
reactor and impaled him on the 
ceiling. The others died from 
radiation exposure. 

The nuclear industry has one 
case after another where deer, 
fowl, or fish have been 


contaminated and allowed to 
spread

There are severe deficiences in 


the nuclear industry, just as 
there are in every other human 
technology. Please consider that 
even though we applied care, 
love, and our finest technology 


available to the Apollo program, 
about 10% of the missions 
failed, due to something simple 
like a faulty switch. In one 
incident, 3 astronauts died on 
the launch pad. 

The military has trouble with 
key systems; in February 1971 
the North American Air Defense 
Command sent a fully 
authenticated national 
emergency alert out over the AP 
and UPI wires...by mistake! In 
May 1969 a 50 million dollar 
submarine sank at dockside. 
Two nuclear submarines are now 


lying at the bottom of the 
ocean, along with the 
“unsinkable” Titantic. And in 


spite of the mathematical odds 
against it, two airlines collided in 
the wide open space above the 
Grand Canyon 

All these examples show the 
imperfection of even the best of 
American technology. In the 
case of nuclear power, such 
imperfections could kill tens of 
thousands of people. 

There are alternative solutions 
to the power crisis. It is not too 
late to stop the burgeoning 
nuclear power industry. Raise 
your voices and demand that the 
nuclear gamble with your lives 
be stopped now.
